The reforj breaking crowd for 
February court day at Harrodsburg 
last Monday was on account of the 
apeaking date of Congressman Stanley, 
it being aivettiaad that he woald talk 
to the DiBiitrBts of Meeeer eeaaty in 
the in tere s t of hia candidaey for the 
Senate at tlie court house. Before tlie 
hour for the speaking the available 
apace in the court room was tilled. The 
speaker was introduced bv his lite long 
friend. Judge Charles A. Hardin, who 
mentioned the work of Mr. Stanley in 
congress and the record he had made, so 
full of effective work beneficial to the 
people. 

Mr. Stanley told liis andienee of bow
